The railway guard in his uni- 
form, and the railway porter in his blouse, 
presented a remarkable contrast to the Ger- 
man soldiers on duty. The Frenchman wae 
neat and natty in his attire, quick alike in 
action and speech, full of spirit and passion. 
The German was slovenly in dress 
and gait, heavy in look, slow 
in speech. But, though the externals of the 
latte: were not prepossessing, it was impos 
sible to avoid recognizing that the man was 
infinitely more powerful than his Frenoh 
neighbor; that the bone and muscle of the 
German were far in excess of those of the 
Frenchman; and that the one could easily 
crush the other by his weight alone. 

So loag as the foreigners remained in occa. 
pation of the places I have named, little or 
| nothing was done to restore them to their 
condition befere the war. Now, all is 
changed. The buffet, waiting-rooms, and 
the platform are in order again, and none 
but those endowed with unexceptionably 
keen vision can remark any traces of foreign 
occupation or hostile proceedings. The 
fields, too, along the line, are cultivated as 
formerly. No longer does the eye rest on 
crops of grain or vegetables which have 
rotted where they have grown, and which 
thus told cn unmistakable tale of unavoida 
ble misery and neglect. Approaching Paris, 
the signs of improvement are still more visi- 
ble. Formerly the manufactories in the 
suburbs were silent, and their chimneys 
‘smokeless ; now they are in active operation, 
and their chimneys emit volumes of black 
smoke.. Here and there are the remains of 
trenches in which soldiers used to shelter 
themselves, and of mounds of earth thrown 


up to form batteries; but these 
pare net numerous. In forts 
at St. Denis are masses of men u 


drill or performing military evolutions ; but 
these have red trousers instead of the dark 
Prussian uniform. The biack and white 
flag of Prussia, which used to wave over 
these forts, is replaced by the Tricolor. In- 
deed, where the Germans used to aboun 
aud acted a8 if they had settled down 
were resolved to make themselves thorough- 
ly at home, not a trace of them is now risi- 
ble; and the Freneh travelier, who used to 
explode with expletives, of which “ barba- 
rians’”’ recurred most frequently, finds his 
occupation gone; while other travellers, to 
whom the spectacle was a curious one, al- 
most regret the absence of a sight which ro- 
lieved the monotony of the journey. 

ASPECT OF PARIS, 

To any one whoever saw Paris after the 
first or second siege, the most impressive al- 
teration in the general appearance was the 
absence of vehicies in the streets. At long 
inter vale, an omnibus or a cab might be per. 
ceived, and these rare vebicies in the broad 
streets rendered the solitude the more 
marked. Most unpleasant of all was the 
difficulty of finding a conveyance to go to 
and from a railway station. hen a 
was secured, the driver made deman 
which, through necessity, were generally 
granted. The extertionate cabmen have 
bad their day, and have gone, let me 
hope, to share in the punishment 
awarded to Communists. The latter are 
often less guilty than the fermer. The 
supply of cabs is now so large that the cab 
men ere glad to geta fare, aud are civil to 
him when secured. Next to this change is 
that produced by the appearance of the new 
police. It is the rule in France to havea 
new kind of police after every revolution. 
The Emperor had his sergeants de ville. 
roffians dressed in a dark uniform, with cock - 
ed bats on their heads, «words by their sides, 
and knuckle-dusters in their pockets. When 
they got the credit of acing tem perately, 
nsing their hands instead of their swor 
they were actually smashing the skulls of the 
unarmed mob opposed to them, hence their 
hands were covered with those metal instra- 
ments which enable the user to brain a man 
with his fist, They went out with the Em- 
pire. The Government of the 4th of Septem- 
ver decreed that henceforth the police should 
be comparatively harmless. For arms they 
had a short stick, and for uniform a loose 
cloak, which had a very unmattial aspect. 
These men were never accused of doing any 
barm. They were chiefly blamed for doing 
no good,—for biding themselves when their 
services were required. Certainly, a police- 
man who is qualifying himself by his inof- 
fensive conduct for a vote of t from 
the Peaee Society is net the right man ia the 
ant place. The Commune game, and these 
police were abolished. To Natidnal Guards 
was entrusted the daty of keepin 
the® peace. As they were the chie 
disturbers of it, their duty consisted in be- 
baving themselves. When Versailles con- 
quered Paris, and when the National Guards 
were disbanded, a new police force had to be 
established. These men are equipped in a 
soldier’s uniform, wearing ine on their 
beads, and carrying a long havanet at 
their sides. Their chassepot they have at the 
barracks, only carrying it when specially or- 
dered. called Agents of Pablic 
Security.” The only fault which I have 
heard Frenchmen find with them is their 
designation, which is said te be too long. 
They have not the character of being too fe- 
recions or too pacific. and they are credited 
with that rare virtue in French functiona- 
ries, returning civil answers to civil gues- 
tions.
